The Redtor is there ſaid aflually to bave Saf- 
pended the two Gentlemen; whereas his own Letters 
to them ſay only he thought Himelf obliged to.

3. The Reaſon be gives, is their Notorious, Malt- 
tious Contrivances and pratiices againſt himſelſ, for, 
as 'tis worded in one of his own Letters, apainſt his 
Life ; whereas in the ſame Letter he owns it was but 
a hear-ſay without mention of any Proof or Author. 

4. Heſays be acquainted the Bilhop herewith: Tis 
true he wrote a moſt impudent and ſcandalous Letter 
to the Biſhop, falſly charging both him and his Ser- 
wants with Hainous things, but all General, without 
deſcending to particulars then, ar ever offering to 
prove any ſince. 

5. He ſays the Biſhop interpos'd paſſionately for bis 
Serugnts., than which nothing can be more falſe. 

6. He modeſtly ſays, He declin'd giving them the 

Cup; whereas be flatly and paſſionately refuſed it, and

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ſome time the day before ; which 8s the ReQtor truly urges » 
Pag. 20. was no doubt fo Ordained, That the ReQor might 
know who intended to Communicate, and that accordingly he 
might Inſtruct, Comfort, Counſe], Reprove or Abſolve, as 
there was Cauſe, as 'tis ſaid, or imply'd in the Jatrer end, of 
the firſt Exhortation to the Communion. But did the faid 
Rector ever in his Life, uſe the Pariſh to, or acquaint the 
people with this Rubrick' and Intent thereof? Or did he, as by 
the 19th Canon he was obliged, give Warning the Afternoon 
before, by tolling of a Bell, or any other way , for ſcrupulous 
perſons to repair to him for Comfort ? Or did he, purſuant'to 
his Admonitton to the two Gentlemen, either come to them, 
or ſend for them, to Examine them ſeriouſly as to their pre- 
tended Crimes; and their obſtinacy in them, or ſorrow for 
them, or innocency of them? Did he any time in the. year 
following thus acquit himſelf > Surely this was his Duty, and 
far more Decent and leſs Offenſive, than to ſurprize them at 
the Rails a year after his firſt and only Admonition, . which he 
ſeemed to give them in a heat. 

As to the ſecond Paragraph of the Rubrick; ſo far were the 
Gentlemen from being obnoxi@us to it, that they bear infinite- 
ly a better Character tor their Lives and peaceable Behaviour in 
the whole Countrey, than the ReQor himſelf, which T am ſor- 
ry for 7 but 3 et fo ſure-of, that we will venture the whole i(- 
ſae upon that point; and in the mean time can produce under. 
the Church-Wardens hands of the Pariſh, a Preſentment made 
2gainſt the Rector, among other things, for his repelling the 
ſaid Gentlemen, as giving offence to many ; foraſmuch as they 
are perſons (as 'tis worded in the body of the preſentmenc ) 
of good Life and Converſation, not reputed Notorious or 
Scandalous Livers, or any way vitiouſly inclin'd, nor Con. 
tentious among their Neighbours, or Offenſive to the Con- 
gregation. Now this is ſuch a Character, and upon Oath roo, 
a5 the ReQor is far from deſerving ; nor can he procure ſuch 
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a Teſtimony from the Hands af his beſt Friends in the Neigh- 
- bourhood, upleſs they be notorioufly Scandalous, who do nor 
value or Ellcem their Repuration. | | 
The Third Paragraph. is likewiſe Anſwer'd under the faid. 
Church-Wardens Hands. who declare the- two Gentlemen, 
neither to be Contentious, nor any wiſe offenſive to: the:Coun- . 
gregation; and conſequently there- was no necallity of their 
making latisfaftion, no fcandal being given by them, nor ta. 
. Ken againſt them by..any perſon bur the ReQor hiintelf ; Buy 
on the contrary, it 1i$I1yotorious, That the Rector is -Conten-: 
tious and Litigious, and that as the Rubrick words it, He con- 
tinges Bill in his frowardne/s,that he has been of & long time and 
ſtill is, - igvoly'd in-Law-Suits with his Neighbours ; that he 
has givep,and does ſtil} give Scandal and Offenceto the Govern- 
- meat, by diſafleted Wurds and Actions, to.his Biſhop by 
moſt Undatiful and Scur: 1ious ones; (tfor-Which we reter to 
the Viſitors and Praceedings in the late Triennyjal Viſitation ) 
and to the whole Pariſh aud Neighbourhood., by his Moroſe. 
neſs and Negligence in his Office :. For fo the Church-War. 
dens in the aforeſaid Preſentment have Authentically Tax'd 
him, as with horrible, neglect of his Duty, to the great Injury 
and Diſhonour of our. Caurch ; fo alſo (which is moſt ro the 
matter in hagd):+ with Peeviſhneſs and Conteatiouſneſs of Hy. 
mour, and addi&edneſs-to'Strife and -Law-Suits; and there. 
fore, if in any rhing the Biſhop was blame-worthy ; *cwas in 
- admitting the Rector to. the: Sacrament, beiore that he, who 
had, given ſuch Offence, had male a ſuutable farisfation. A- 
. pain, 83-to:ithe two Canons, which the Rector quotes {tho? 
one. would haye ſerv'd, being Verbatim the ſame. in.the. Eng- 
1iſb Edition) *tis evident. from what has been ſaid, that”tisthe 
| ReQtar-who has, malitiouſly contended, with his Neighbours , 
and not Mr. M. S. whp had no Suit, nog aay dificrence with: 
any body,; nor Mr. .7, N: who only had,,a, Suit at; Law 
with the Recor himſelf which rais'd his Spleen, : 'T is. the. 
wo © Reitor 
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Reftor offended the Congregation; and even at that tj - 
derer'd many worthy perſons trom that comfortable Feaſt. .; 
for inſtance, Sir F. 4. who declar'd that, he would have re 
ceived the Sacrament that Eaſter, but that he could not for- 
bear taking Offence at the Retor, upon the ſcore of his Abus 
ſive, Railing S:rmons. continually about that time ; and parr 
ticularly, for that the ReQor declar'd himſelf out of Charity 
with Mr. A.B. and when the ſaid Mr. A. B, asx'd the Rector 
whether he was not to give and Receive the Sacrament the 
Sunday following, the ReCtor anſwered he was, but yet was 
not in Charity with him : Likewiſe Mr. 7. D. told the 
Church-Wardens, That he would have Receiv'd the Sacrament 
that Fafter Sunday , if any Miniſter but the Rector had Om- 
ciated; but was afraid the Rector would have retus'd hun the 
Sacrament, or have publickly Afﬀronted him: The very ſame 
thing likewiſe Captain R. F. declar'd, as by the {aid Preſent- 
ment may appear, Now let the Rector prove, that ever ſc 
much Offence, or indeed any Offence at all, was given to the 
Congregation by either Mr. M. $..or Mr. 7, N.: Andalfſo 
let any Man judg whether the Rubrick and Canons which the 
Rector has quoted in Order to juſtihe himſelt, do not con» 
demn him; and if ſo, then he is condemn'd, as himſelf well 
obſerves, Page 5th, by the Judgments of the Convocations 
and Parliaments of both Kingdoms.

Andaas to the Third, during 
fach tlic obRtinacy,of the aicretaid Offender, the Biſhop oughr 
- not tocommand the Rector to AJlminiſter him the Sacranient.: 
So«that, it's plain the Queries were Impertinently pur, 

2. That the iaid Queries are al(n taiſiy, or unpertinently 
Reſfolv'd by the Rectar, will allo appear by the tollowing ©» 
ſer vations. Ft T 

:\AS'0 the firſt Query, the Reftor, Pag. 6.; quotes Dr. Alam. 
»wasd for: affirming that by the Words, Whoſe Sins thou doſt 
forgive, they are forgiven, and whoſe Sins thou doſt retain, they 
are retained, is meant the:Power of Binding and Looſing, and 
that this is no other thag the Power of admitting to,. and Suſ: 
pending from. the'Sacrament. Now that this is a great. part of 
tlie ſaid Power; the Dr. and we all grant; but we cannot 
grantir:tobe.thewhole Pawer given in,cthoſe Words, till the 
Rector docs furniſh us-with ſame other Texts, whereupon to 
found the Power 'of that ordinary Abfolution, which we dai» 
ly pronounce , both publickly in Church, and privately to 
ſick Perſons and Penitents, when there 1s no Celebration of 
the Sacrjment. - Ta my knowledg the great Andrews chooſes 
thoſe very Words for. his Texr, St. Jo. 20. 23. when ina Ser- 
mon Preached.at Whitehal, he undertakes to prove this Power 
of Abſolution: The Rector likewiſe there affirms, that he has 
Power to Sufpend any perſon from the Sacrament, that ap- 
pears to him unqualifty'd. Now obſerve Dr. Hammond'P rac. 
Cat. Þ. 394. ſays, That Chriſt himſelf Adminiſtered the Sacra- 
went 10: Jadas,,: tho he knew-his. beart. ts be full of Killany ; 
and:that: therefore. "tis. lawful. to..admit Sinners to the Sacra- 
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ment : 'Tis true, he deſires this to be underſtood warily, ang 
owns that Governours of the Church may infl.& their Cen- 
ſures upon Will:ul, Scandalous Sinners, and withdraw the Sa- 
crament by way of Difcipline, and in Charity to their Souls ; 
but yet in caſe the {aid Offenders be not actually under the 
Church Cenſures, and do prets for the Sacrament ; the Mini- 
ler may Communicate with them at the Oftenders own Peril ; 
from which it appears, that in caſe cur two Gentlemen were 
Scandalous Sinners; yet they being under no Eccleſiaſtical 
Cenſure and preſſing tor the S1crament, it had been no Sin 
in the Rector to have admitted them : And further, that they 
mult have been wilful, Scandalous Sinners, otherwiſe the 
Kecor had no Right to repel them : Ang. indeed, that eve- 
ry p<r{ſon 1o to be repell'd,, muſt be. an open, and Notorious 
jll-Liv-:r, or a-open: Contender, who: gives Offence to the 
Congregation ; and conſequently whoſe unqualitedneſs ap- 
pears to others, as well as to the ReC&tor hunſelf, both the- 
Rubricks and Canons affirm: And. fo do the Ancient Gano>-- 
niſts. Peccator z5us notoriis Euchariſtia non e( Adminiſtranda; 
but then.is added what Notoricty is required ; Notorium Pec. 
catorem dici.; qui manifeſtus eſt vel per fententiam, vel per con- 
fefſionem fattam in judicio, aut per evidentiam ret, gue nul.a 
rergiverſatione celari poreft; Aug. Bar. Cap. 20. n. 20. 21, So 
that it muſt not be the ſurmile of.the Rector himſelf, or a - 
bare hear-fay.; but ſuch an immorality, as is notorions by a - 
ſentence, or Legal Conleffion, or Evidence of Fact, fo com- 
monly known, as,cannot be conceal.d ; otherwiſe, neither 
the Retor nor Biſhop ought-to repel. Now let the ReQor 
prove the two Gentlemen thus Notorious, if he can. Oh, 
,but, ſays the Rector, Pag,7. T7rs left to my own diſcretive 
Judgment whom to Suſpend :;. 'Tis true, the Ruurick ſeems to 
make. him Judge for fourteen days, but not for the whole 
year,. as it was in our Caſe: Now, either the Rector did not 
legally inform the Biſhop within the fourteen days, _— joe. 

- | imſelt 
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-bimſelf Tranſgreſſced the Rubrick ; or if he did, then not the. 


Re&or, but-the Biſhop, atter ſuch Information given, is be- 


. come the Judge, and may Puniſh, or Pardon, as he ſees Caule. 


And further obſerve (as the ReQor himſelf well Objets, and 


- could not Anſwer) that the Reftor Suſpended them for Ma- 
| lice, and Injuries and Contrivances againſt himſelf; and there- 
' fore ought not to be a Judge in his own Cauſe; to which f 


add, That firſt, »ox conftar, no ſuch Malice in the two Gen- 
tlemen is prov'd; Er quilibet preſumitur bonus, donec probatur 


' #n contrarium- Next, That tho' in the Caſe of Malice or 
- Contention between.two Pariſhioners, the Miniſter is pre- 


ſam'd an allowable Judge, yet not 1o, where himſelf is a par- 


ry: And laſtly, whereas the Rector Anſwers, that this muſt 


be allow'd in this caſe ;-becauſe there is no third perſon to in- 


 tervene; I fay, This is a miſtake; fot the Biſhop is a proper 
perſon to intervene in the atoreſaid Caſe. The gth Cay. Cox. 
. Cal:. makes the Biſhop the proper Judge of Clergy-Men; and 
. our Rubrick makes him proper Judge over the people, to cen- 
ſure them according to the Canon : And indeed he being the 
- common Paftor of his whole Dioceſs, ( Nam rpft commiſſus eſt 


Dei populus, & pro animabus corum ipſe redditurus eff ratia- 


_ . em: Apoſ, Can. 40.) And ſecing the 'ReQtors in their Pariſhes 


are but his ſubſtitutes over the people ; none can ſo properly 
mediate in ,a difference between his ſubſtitute and people , as 
the common Ruler, who has equally an.Authority. and Care 
over both. - 

2 All that is material under his Second Query, 15, that the 
Biſhop was negligent of his Duty 1n not cenſuring the Suſ- 


pended perſons; but inſtead thereof admitting them to the 


Sacrament ;-Pag- 12. And Secondly, That the Biſhop had 
not the Right of Adminiſtering the Sacrament there. Asto 


the firſt, I fay, 'Tis true, -that upon Information given to a 
'Biſhop by the Rector, 'who Suſpends a Notorious Offender 


from the Sacrament ; the Biſhop is. to proceed againſt ſuch 
notorious 
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Notorious Perſon according to the Canon ; but *tis with this 
Proviſo, that ſuch notorious perſon perſiſt pbſtinately in his 
Faulr, not otherwiſe ; for {3 the Rector owns, Pag. 8. 9g. to, 
If more gentle mcans prove e/;ecual to reclaim ſuch Sinners, 
if friendly Admonition do the Work, then! Ieverity is not re« 
quiſite, and rhe Biſhop tay accept of their preſent Sorrow, 


and Promiſes of future Amendment. And ali this for. oughe 


the Reftor knew, might have been done in the prefent Caſe. 
Oh, but, ſays the R-ctor, When the Offence is an Injuſtice, and 
an Injury to a Neighbour, there Reſtitution; and when a Scaw 
dal is groen to the Congregation, there Publick Satisfattion is 


required; at leaſt the Offender muſt be made to declare himſelf 


ready fo to ſatisfie. All this is granted,but then there is nothing 
of this in the preſenc Caſe ; for the Gentlemen were never 
known to be Men of either Scandalous, or Malicious Priaci- 
ples or Practices ; but as has been faid, Of a far better Repa- 
tation than the Reffor, That, They Conſpired againſt his Life, 


is an Allegation founded upon a hear-ſay, as in the dforementi- . 


oned Letters, under his Hand himſelf does own: And ns 
body living of tolerable Credit, will ſay, or believe they are 
ſuch perſons as he has repreſented them ; or if they were, why 
did not the Rector make it appear before the ny. being 
bound to juſtifle what he did, and to proſecute them for what 
he {aid to their Charge ? Or, Why did he not proceed againlt 
them at Common-Law, in caſe he thought the Biſhop Word 
be too favourable? But, he letting near a whole year pa 

w.thout any ſuch Animadverſion, or even a fecond Admoni- 
tion ; and they on their part having Solemnly declared to the 
Biithop, and to others of the Clergy of the beſt Dignity in the 
Dioceſs, that they had no perſonal prejudice to the Refor, 
more than a diſhke to him upon the ſcore of his being an Ill 
and Difafleted Man, and thut they were in_ Charity with hin 
and allthe World ; ard upon this ſtock bf Innocengy' and Cha- 
rity deſiring the bencfit of the Sacrament ; Let any Man judg, 
D whether 
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whether the Biſhop had moſt reaſon to regard- theſe Solemn: 
Aſſeverations of his two Servants, whom he perſonally knew 
to be Men of Integrity, or to regard the unwarrantable heat, 
and Malicious and groundleſs Allegation of the Re&or, who

Seconily, fa. s th: Recor The Biſhop had no Authority ta 
Adminrfter the Sajram-nt there, and therefore it was an Inva- 
fron of may Rizht. To ihis, Firſt, That the Biſhop has Power 
to. Adin:niiter the Sicrament in Vertue- of his Ord ir, whe, 
ther it be the ſame wirieihat of Prieſt, or a Stperiour ; I up- 
poſe the Retr is not fo witer ly . beſide himſcit as to deny - 
Bt, Frutra eſt potentia que non reducitur in altum :; There- 
fore this Power muſt. be Executed ſomewhere ; and if the Bi- 
ſhop may Admignſter any where, it muſt be, either in Cathedral 
and Collegiate, or 10 Parith Churches: No, fays the Rector, 
in. neither, For though the 14th Engliſh Canon ſeems to allow 
the Rios Bmerines tn Cathedrals, where there are no Paros+ 
chial Cures, to Adminiſter ;: yet our Rubrick , which is a far 
better Authority, gives the Right - | Conſecration in Cathedrals 
to the Prebendaries, and in Pariſh Churches to the Retlor or 
Ficar, and this excluſive of the Biſhop ; becanſe 'tis only reſerv'd 
for. him to pronounce the Abſolution, and grove the Bleſſing , 
Pag, 13. Never was there ſuch a Meſs of Ignorance and Arro- 
Ganee: For Biſhops have the Original Power of Contecration, 
and the: Presþiters have it by delegation from them : The 
Presbiters have the Power to Conſecrate, in adtu fignato, upon 
the ſcore of their Ordination, which they had from the Bi- 
ſhop ; and likewiſe they have the exerciſe of this Power from 
the Biſhop, by Vertue of their Inſtitution ; whereby a cer- 
ein Congregation is giventhem to Adminiſter to ;. But ſurely 
when a Biſhop impowers another, he does not diveft himſelf, 
No, this he cannot.do, . if he would, this Pawer.being Inhe- 
rent to his Office by Nivine Inſtitution : Nay, in the wRAges 


(13 ) 
of the Church, e're Presbyters had their appropriated Pariſhes, 
we 6nd that tlie Presbyters could not Conlecrate without the 
Biſhop's Licence, tho he were abſent : So. St /gnatius, who 
lived au»o 101. ſays in his Epiſile to the Smyrnaans, Let ns 
Man do any thing of what belongs to the Church, without 
the Bilh:ps leave, xa(ic . imexioe 5s BanliGew Je aqoogigey, 
&c, Neithtr Baptiie, nor offer Sacrifice, but let that Eu- 
chariſt be look) upon as firm and good, which..is either 
offr's by the Biſhop, or. by him whom the Biſhop ſhall per- 
mit. Andeven after Congregations were Aflign'd as proper 
Cures to Presbyters, and the Biſhops had given them an ordi- 
nary Licence once for all ro Conſeerate, yet notwithſtanding, 
when the Biſhop was perſonally preſcot, they did not Admi-- 
niſter without a new leave; ſo St. Leo in 86th Epiſtle to the 
Biihops of Germany and Prance,, Sed neq; coram Epilcopo licet 
Preslyteris introire Baptiſterium, &c, Nec eo preſente, ni 
Jubente, Sacramentum Corporis & Sanguinis Chriſti conficere :;

ſarpation. So Dr. Cave, prim. Chriſt. par. 1. Cap. $. fays, 
1t was not the buſineſs of the Biſhops, barely ro preſide in the 
» Aſſemblies of the Clergy; but to call them to Account, and © 
Suſpend them if they defet vd it And it Baroxius may. be al- 
low'd to ſpeak, he tell us, ad annum 57 &S 319- That the Fu» 
diciary Power of Biſhops over Clergy and Laity was Inſti- 
tuted of God, Exercisd by the Holy Fathers, and confirm'd 
by the Emperors. And indeed Euſebius in the Lite of Conſtan- 
tive hints the fame, Cap. 27, which Fale/as reters to a Law 
of Conſt2ntius extant in the cjoſe of the Theodofhran Code. But 
(methinks) the Rectors own Negative inſtance trom 7gmarins, 
Z hat nothing be done without the Biſhop, implies an Affirmative, 
That every thing be done by his Diretion and Command. And 
ſo doth the Apoſ. Can. 40. Pracbyreri & Diaconi preter' F- 
fiſcopum nihil pertentent, And fometimes in ſome'Caſes, the 
Clergy areexpreſly ſaid to be under the Biſhops Command. 
For inſtance, Cox. Laod. Cay. 42. No Miniſter of Gods Altar, 
z#or any Clergy-Man muſt take a Journey, but per juſſionem, by 
the Command of his Biſhop: Nor muſt they, diſreſpeting the 
Biſhop, 'make Conventieles apart, or ſet up Altars, upon pain 
if Depoſition. Apeſ. Can. 32_,and ſo Car. Gang. Can. 6, It 
were endleſs to quote Authorities of Authentack Canons and 
Fathers to the ſame purpoſe. As for us, our own Canons, 
particularly the 71ſt, ſufficiently impowers the Biſhop to 
Suſpend, Deprive, or Depoſe the Inferiour Clergy upon juſt 
Cauſes ; and fo does the Statute in Z#xgland, r Eliz.

8. firſt 
ſetting forth che Biſhops Authority over the Clergy in their 
Pariſhes, 6c. does then enjoy a their Submiſſion and- Obedi- 
ence, At fi noluerinit ſubjacere, ir eale they refuſe ſo ro O-- 
bey, let them be -Paniſh'd-Canonically. And Cor. Agerh. 
Cap. i, Let the contitmations Clergy be Corretted and Puniftf#' 
by their Biſhops ; which plainly-proves the Power of the one, 
and the Obedience of the- other, The like ſaith /gnatins in 
his Epiſtle to the Magneflans'; and fo fay many more. Now
